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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 C.F.R. §1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination ("RCE") under 37 C.F.R. §1.114, including the fee 
set forth in 37 C.F.R. §1.1 7(e), was filed in this application on April 11, 2006. This application 
was under a final rejection (the "First Final Office Action" mailed December 14, 2005) and is 
therefore eligible for continued examination under 37 C.F.R. §1.114. Because the fee set forth in 
37 C.F.R. §1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality in the First Final Office Action has been 
withdrawn pursuant to 37 C.F.R. §1.1 14. 

Acknowledgements 

2. In accordance with the RCE noted above, Applicants' response filed April 11, 2006 is 
acknowledged. Accordingly, claims 1-4, 6,7, and 15-22 remain pending. 

3. This Office Action, the "Second Non Final Office Action" is given Paper No. 20060626. 

Reasons For Allowance 

4. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

5. The reference Boicourt et. al. (U.S. 2001/0029475 Al) ("Boicourt") disclosed as 
previously discussed. Applicants' evidence has overcome the effective date of the reference. 

6. The primary reference Speakman (U.S. 5,991,741) discloses as previously discussed. 
Speakman does not directly disclose the combined host report system, overlay report system, and 
overlay system whereby the overlay system comprises overlay adjustment data and the second 
overlay data set. A combination of these and the other recited features was not reasonably found 
in the prior art.
